The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 55-57,59-6771-7678-80,88-112^15-124^26-128,132-137,139-141,145- 
156,158-160 and 175-189 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
providing undue multiplicity. Applicant has filed 98 claims. 5 of the elected claims are 
independent. The claims recite numerical features such as: opening size and 
dimension; fiber diameter; and reflectance. Numerical ranges for these features are 
disclosed and the claims recite several individual values within each range. Various 
coatings, wire materials, opening shapes, etc. have also been claimed. Such recitations 
are generally acceptable. However, the nature of numerical ranges, and especially the 
combination thereof with the several different other features such as the coatings, 
shapes, etc., render a large number of possible specific numerical values capable of 
being claimed. Such is the case in the present claims. The basic point of novelty is lost 
in light of numerous claims reciting numerical values varying by a slight degree. 
Applicant is required to reduce the number of claims to a reasonable number.
